Lands Headly tor 
Intending Settlers 


In view of the rapid exhaustion 
during recent years of available 
Crown Lands in close proximity to 
the railways, a shortage which has 
been accentuated by the reservation 
in the interests of soldier settlement, 
the desire-on the part of prospec- 
tive settlers to procure land within 
reasonable distance of a line of 
transportation has suggested to the 
Department of the Interior the list-’ 


.|ings of the names and addresses of 


the owners of those quarter-sections 
of unoccupied and non-producing 
lands which are lying dormant. so 
far as agricultural production is 
concerned, the presumption being 
that in,a number of cases the own- 
ers would be interested from either 
a financial or patriotic point of view, 
in offers on the part of prospective 
settlers to purchase or lease their 
holdings. 

The vital necessity for increasing 
the acseagé under crop makes it es 
sential that assistance be rendered 


‘by all agencies. that night be insiru- 


mental in assisting the ‘‘back to the 
land’’ movement. Now that the 
truth of the somewhat crude expres- 
sion attributed to Napoleon that ‘‘an 
army travels upon its stomach’’ is 
being emphasized more and moreas 
the ‘‘Great War’? progresses, no 
better argument could possibly be 
advanced as to the imperative need 
for inereasing our production which

The Oldest Meadow 


Has Been in* Grass for About a 
- Hundred and Fifty Years 

In England ‘there is a. meadow 

that has been:in grass for about a 

hundred and fifty years. As far back 


as-we know this meadow has never |’ 


been plowed, has never been har- 
rowed, has never been re-secded. 
lies on the grounds of the . famous 
Rothamsted Experiment Station, and 
is the best example of what may be 
done.on permanent grasslands to 
get large yiclds of good quality -hay. 
lt is a standing cxample of those of 
our farmers who complain that they 
cannot leave their meadows down 
more than two or three years be- 
cause the timothy “runs out” and the 
land becomes infested with weeds, 
wild grasses and ‘the like 

Years ago the Rothamsted. people 
commenced to top-dress this field. 
This top-dressing consisted in the 
main ef commercial fertilizers, al- 
though one’ or two fields reccived 
barnyard manure. It has renewed 
the grasses, brought in clover and 
driven out weeds... One treatment 
has favored the growth of grasses; 
another has increased clovers, at the 
expense of both grasses and weeds; 
while a third, which as it happens 
leads to soil acidity, has not been 
markedly suecessfil. It is) worth 
while.to study these practices just 
a bit for the sake of the lessons they 
teach us, : 

One field was left entirely without 
fertilizer, The . average yield has 
been a little more than a ton_to the 
acfe, which is about as much as the 
average farmer in Canada has been 
able to. obtain, Sixty-five per cent. 
of the crop consisted of good and 
poor grass, nine per cent, was clover 
of one kind or another, and twenty- 
six per cent. was nothing but weeds.

(Must Have Flanders Coast 


German ‘Navy League Wants It for 
Future Base Against 
_ England ° 


While ‘Count von Hertling  con- 
tinues to repeat that Germany has no 
idea of extending her territories in 
the west by means of forcible an- 
nexations, the German navy league, 
in a circular recently received in 
London, insists upon the importance 
of the coast of Flanders as the base 
for German operations against Eng- 
land in the next war. ‘The circular 
says: 2 

“Tt is along the coast of Flanders 
that the road passes to London, the 
heart of England, and the only Eng- 
lish port on the east coast which has 
hitherto hardly lost any~6f its im- 
portance because it cannot be put out 
of competition owing to its splendid 
docks and the density of the popula- 
tion, But. thg whole sea_ traffic 
through the channel to the Thames 
is- exposed to flank attack by our 
submarines on the coast of Flanders. 
It would not be impossible to send 
submarines from the German coast 
to the channel, although they would 
have to overcome. considerable diffi-

At other 
points in the Fraser Valley and else- 
where a number of plants were ¢s- 
tablished when war orders were 
placed. 

In British Columbia there has been 
much complaint over prices paid by 
evaporators, many producers. believ- 
ing that the concerns took unfair ad- 
vantage of general .market condi- 
tions. The outlook was also very 
much unsettled last winter when war 
orders failed to arrive, and drying 
plants shut down. If the industry 
outstrips war orders and manufac- 
tures to satisfy a widespread general 
demand, however, carly difficulties 
are pretty sure to be smoothed out 
and a profitable trade created for 
growers year-in and year-out on a 
contract basis. Certain it is that 
the evaporating process bids to be- 
come of permanent importance to the 
agriculture of this province.—J.

Repeated declarations of the Ger- 
man emperor-and Hindenburg” and 
Ludendorff, that the war was forced 
on Germany, and assertions from the 
same sources that Germany was tak- 
en by surprise by the Russian mobi- 
lization, attaches particular interest 
to certain papers taken from Capt. 
von Papen, late military attache at 
Washington. ‘ 

Among the papers which have 
been published by the British  gov- 
ernment in a White Book, appears a 
lettter from R. von Wild of the Ger- 
man war ministry in Berlin to Capt. 
von. Papen, seeking information  re- 
garding the best means of blowing up 
railroad trains “in the event of an 
European war.” ‘The significant part 
is that this letter is written March |: 
12, 1914, about five months _ before 
the outbreak of the war. This letter 
says: “According to newspaper re- 
ports several’ railway trains were 
blown up by revolutionaries during 


the troubles in Mexica. In order to 
form an opinion whether, in the 


event of an European war, explosions |: 
of this kind would have to be reck- 
oned with, it is-requested that if pos- 
sible, information should be obtained 
as to how these attacks have been 
carried out. Were mines and ex- 
plosives placed in lines which were 
little guarded, or were the -attacks 
carried out on the train by igniting 
a charge of dynamite, or by the em- 
ployment of infernal. machines?” 

Capt. von Papen, replying from 
Mexico, where it is now Known that 
he was industriously plaffting the 
seeds of German propaganda, did not 
regard the operations of.the Mexican 
revolutionaries as of any particular 
value, for four months later he wrote 
from’ Mexico City: “I: am convinced 
from personal evidence that all the 
recent cases of destruction of  rail- 
-way lines by explosion were brought 
about by burying dynamite under the 
line itself and then igniting it by an 
electric current as soon as ‘the train 
had-reached the appointed place. I 
consider it out of the question that 
explosions prepared in this way 
would have to be reckoned with in 
an European war. They are only 
poésible on lines that are ill-guarded, 
which, as in this country, often pass 
for miles through revolutionary dis- 
tricts, and have no protection other 
than a police train. ; 

“Infernal machines, so far as T 
know, have never been employed.” 

Another letter to von Papen from 
the manager of the Potsdam branch 
of the Disconto Gesellschaft, has 
this postscript:

OTICIH: is hereby given that, under the provisions of an Order in Council 
(P.C. 1013), of the 20th April, 1918, upon and after the Ist day of June, 
1918, every male person who is not on active service in any of His Majesty’s 
Naval or Military Forces, or in the Naval or Military Forces of His Majesty’s 
Allies, and who apparently may be, or is reasonably suspected to be, within 
the description of Class One under the Military Service Act, 1917, by whom ¢ 
or on whose behalf, it is at any time affirmed, claimed or alleged that he is not, 
whether by reason of age, status, nationality, exception, or otherwise, within 
Class One under the. Military Service Act, 1917, as defined for. the time being 
or that, although within the said Class, he is exempted from or not liable to

EXEMPTION 


. If it be claimed that he is exempted from or not liable to military service 
by reason of any exemption granted or claimed or application pending under the 
Military Service Act, 1917, or the regulations thereunder, his exemption 
papers, or a contest of the Registrar or Deputy Registrar of the district 
to which he belongs evidencing the fact; or 


AGE OTHER CLASS 


If it be claimed that he is not within the class by reason of age, an official 
certificate of the date of his birth, or a certificate of his age.signed by two 
reputable citizens residing in-the community in which he lives and having 
knowledge of the fact; or 


If it be claimed that he is not within the Class, or that he is exempted, not 
liable or excepted upon any other ground, a certificate of two reputable citizens 
residing in the community where he lives having knowledge of the fact upon 
which the claim is founded and certifying thereto; 


MARRIAGE 


If it be claimed that he is not within the Class by reason of marriage, a 
certificate, either official or signed by two reputable citizens residing in the 
community in which he lives and having knowledge of the facts, certifying to 
his marriage and. that his wife is living; or 


FAILURE TO CARRY REQUISITE EVIDENCE 


Ii upon or after the Ist day of June, 1918, any such male person be found 
without the requisite evidence or certificate upon his person or in or upon the 
building or prémises in which he is, he shall thereupon be presumed to be a 
person at the time liable for military service and to be a deserter or RRaulter 
without leave; 


NATIONALITY . 


If it be claimed that, he is not within the Class by reason of his nat ionality, 
a eertificate of his nationality signed by a Consul or Vice-Consul of the foreign 
State or Country to which he claims his allegiance is due; or a passport issued 
by the Government of that Country establishing his nationality; or 


PENALTY 


And he shall also be liable upon summary conviction to a fine not exceeding 
$50 or to imprisonment for a period not exceeding one month, or to both such 
fine and imprisonment ;and moreover, any such person may forthwith be 
taken into military custody and may be there detained and .required to per- 
form military duty in the Canadian Expeditionary Force so long as his services 
shall be rgquired, unless cr until the, fact be established to the satisfaction of 
competent authority that he is not liable for military duty. 


ACTIVE SERVICE 


If it be claimed that he is excepted as a member of any of His Majesty’s 
Forces or as having since the 4th August, 1914, served in the Military or 
Naval Forccs of Great Britain or her Allics in any theatre of actual war and has 
been honourably discharged therefrom, official documents or an official certifi- 
cate evidencing the fact; or 


FALSE CERTIFICATE . 


The use, signing cr giving cf any such certificate as hereinbefore men- 
‘tioned shall, if the certificate be in any matcrial respect false or misleading to the 
knewledge of the person using, signing, or giving the same, be an offence, 
punishable, upon summary conviction, by a penalty not exceeding five hundred 
dollars, and by imprisonment for any tasm not exceeding six months-and not 
less than one month.
